OTTAWA, Aug. 17.—One of the 
most important and far-reaching 
pieces of legislation set down for tn- 
troduction at the next session of par- 
liament will be a constitutional am- 
endment which will provide for the 
appointment of women to the Senate 

Prior to prcrogation of pserliament 
las¢ May there was a movement in 
various parts of the country to have 
the matter of whether women werc 
eligible for appointment cleared up 
The movement converged on this city 
and the Iegality of the question was 
referred to the supreme court of Can- 
ada 

By unanimous decision the

LENINGRAD, Aug. 13. — Nin 
years after having been sunk in ana 
Baltic, the British submarine L-55 
has heen raised and the Soviet gov- 
ernmont desires to hury the crew 
with appropriate military honors, 

“These were our enemies,” said 
R. A. Mukievich, commander of 
the Soviet fleet, “but the Red sea- 
men bear them no malice. These 
British sailors died while doing 
their duty.” 

The battle inw hich the L-55 was 
sunk took place on June 4, 1919, 
he said. The submarine attacked 
the Russian destroyers Gayril and 
Azard, It fired three torpedoes, all 
of which went wide of their mark. 
Then the submarine rose to the sur- 
face and the Agard attacked the 
craft. A shot hit the L-55, an ex- 
plosion followed, and the submarine 
sank at once with all her crew.
